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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Cingotti's granules meets the linnitations of the 
instant claims. Applicants' argues that Cingotti does not teach the instant particle size and that Cingotti's methods are not directed to a 
coating process. In reply Examiner states that such arguments have been entertained in previous Office Actions and the claims are 
rejected for the reasons of record. Namely, Cingotti teaches the instantly claimed particle size in example 1. The only differnece in 
Cingotti's teachings and the claimed subject matter is that Cingotti uses an intermediate step of adding silica into its coating to be 
adsorbed in porous microgranules. However, the pending claims do not exclude the use of such coatings. Cingotti's coating contains a 
plant substance and it coates microgranules that have a dimension between 100-1000 microns. Therefore, Cingotti's teachings are 
anticipatory. . 
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
